Mr. Bowen Has Refused to Yield Receipts of Any Port Before The Hague 
Decision—Great Britain and Italy Have Renounced Any Responsibility 
for the Action of Germany and Have Expressed Their Regret.

W ashington, Feb. 11.—Germany has 
ignored her previous agreem ent made 
with Mr. Bowen by Count Quadtr, her 
charge d’affaires, and insisted on a 
cash paym ent of $340,000 or a lien on 
the customs receipts of one of the Vene­ 
zuelan ports until this amount, is paid. 
This inform ation was communicated 
to Mr. Bowen tonight by Baron von 
Sternberg, the German minister. 


Mr. Bowen immediately informed the 
German m inister 
that he refused to 
yield the receipts of any port before 
The Hague decision, saying that would 
be preferential treatm ent. 
As to the 
cash payment of $340,000 demanded, 
Mr. Bowen left th at m atter to the Ger­ 
man m inister to determine, saying to 
him that if Germany can afford to make 
a public confession that it does not 
stand by agreem ents signed by its duly 
accredited diplomats, he (Mr. Bowen) 
is w illing, that they shall receive on 
the day the protocol is signed, the 
total am ount asked in the original 
ultim atum . 


This response has been cabled to the 
German foreign office. 


Great Britain and Italy have re­ 
nounced any responsibility for the ac­ 
tion of Germany and have expressed 
their regret. Through their representa­ 
tives here they have inform ed Mr. 
Bowen that they will stand by all 
agreem ents they have made w ith , him 
and will not be influenced by the action 
of Germany.

British and 
Italian protocols provide for a cash 
payment of £5,500 and for the sub^ 
mission oi the question of preferential 
treatm ent to The Hague. 
W ith the 
exception of the depianâ for an in­ 
creased cash payment, the protocol of 
Germany in.aH essential._£o%>.aets_,wilI 
conform to ^ ^ c t ’ oiL Great B ritain but 
Wjll be sofcj&tvhat more coôcise.

many in a6king for $340,000 instead of 
contenting herself with £5,5U0, is due 
to a m isunderstanding of certain steps 
in the negotiations which had been 
passed on by Count Quadt before the 
arrival of Baron Sternberg. Mr. Bowen 
holds that Germany is bound by the 
act of its representative. 
In the orig­ 
inal ultim atum addressed to rresident 
Castro by the British, German and 
Italian governments, a cash payment 
of 1,700,000 bolivars each for Great 
Britain and Germany and of 2 ,sou,win 
bolivars for Italy was demanded- Soon 
after Mr. Bowen’s arrival here a paper 
was signed at the British embassy by 
the three representatives of the allies, 
the B ritish and Italian ambassadors 
and the German charge. Count Quadt, 
and by Mr. Bowen to the effect that 
the allied pow«rs would accept a cash 
paym ent or an adequate guaranty for 
the eventual satisfaction of their claims, 
as a condition precedent to the raising 
of the blockade.

To­ 
night the foreign office refused to re­ 
linquish immediate possession of the 
$34U,000 mentioned, though pressed to 
do so by both Baron Sternberg and 
Count Quadt, who feci greatly em bar­ 
rassed because of the previous under­ 
standing and the. present orders which 
they must execute. 
It is expected an 
answer will arrive here tomorrow from 
Germany to the final representations 
made, and upon receipt of that answer 
the signing of the protocols probably 
will occur. As soon as they are signed 
orders will be dispatched to the block­ 
ading ships for their immediate w ith­ 
drawal from Venezuelan waters. 


Mr. Bowen tonight gave out a signed 
statem ent with reference to published 
statem ents that Venezuela or people in 
that country were paying him for his 
service here. 
He said: 


“I absolutely refused to take any 
fee for my services as representative 
of Venezuela in her pending contro­ 
versy with the allied powers, but I 
agreed, as I cabled to the departm ent 
of state from Venezuela and announced 
on the first day of my arrival nere, to 
accept $5,000 to defray my expenses.

In reply Mr. Depew said, “Both par­

which caused laughter. 
He character-

statehood bill 
as a sham, and said 
there had been no proposition from th e 
Democratic side to straighten it.

N. Y., Feb. S.—Mrs. L a­ 
fayette Taylor of C enterville, Sullivan 
county, today confessed to having k ill­ 
ed her husband, L afayette Taylor, and 
burned the body on Jan u ary 25 to es­ 
cape detection. 
T aylor disappeared on th e night of 
Jan u ary 2.5 and was supposed to have 
deserted his fam ily. On F ebruary G Mrs. 
T aylor attem pted to sell a horse to a 
C enterville m an who w ould not buy 
for fear th a t T aylor m ight come back 
and claim it. Mrs. T aylor told him to 
rest ea^-y on th a t point for she had 
killed him and burned his body. The 
14-year-old daughter of the T aylors was 
asked about the story her m other told 
about having killed her father. She 
said the story was true. Mrs. Taylor 
was arrested and today m ade a con­ 
fession. H er story is th a t her husband, 
who was a hard drinker, cam e home 
on th e night of Jan u ary 25 very drunk 
and began to abuse her. She secured a 
revolver w hich she had purchased a 
few days before and tried to frighten 
him. He attem pted to take it from 
her and in th e struggle it w ent off, the 
bullet strik in g him over the eye and 
killing him in stan tly .

was

frightened for fear of being arrested 
for m urder th a t she decided to cut up 
the body and burn it. H er 14-year-old 
daughter w itnessed the shooting and 
helped her cut up the body in sm all 
pieces w ith an axe and burn it in th e 
kitchen stove together w ith the cloth­ 
ing of the victim . The burned bones 
were ground fine and fed to the hens. 
The blood spots were covered w ith 
paint.

The friends of 
the measure do not express any fear 
over its final passage, however, for 
they claim that enough of the senators 
are pledged to support it to make its 
passage sure. They are also firmly of 
the belief that Governor Peabody will 
give it his indorsement. 
The 8-hour law has passed the sen­ 
ate, but is still tucked away in some 


I committee room in the house. There 
are quite a number of 8-hour bills In- 
tro4,uced, and it Is reported that this 
committee is considering them all with 
the intention of bringing before the 
house the one that it thinks is the best. 
One of the measures that will come 
up before the house shortly is the Sun­ 
day observance bill. Introduced by Rep­ 
resentative Smith of Chaffee county. 
It has for Its object the closing of thea' 
ters on 
Sunday. 
The committee

which it was referred, 
the judiciary 
committee, held a short session last 
night, and listened to arguments pro 
and con on the bill. It is reported that 
they will report it out to the house dur­ 
ing the week, and probably one of the 
hardest fights of the session will be 
mtde against it. Mr. Smith is reasona­ 
bly sure that it will pass. 
The report as published In this morn­ 
ing’s papers that impeachment proceed­ 
ings would shortly be instituted against 
.Judge William P. Seeds of the Fourth 
Judicial district is causing no end of 
talk and discussion among the attor­ 
neys and judges of this city. No one 
seems to be willing to take the charges 
seriously, and there is a general ten­ 
dency to await the evidence before 
even the slightest suspicion is cast 
against the presiding judge. It is un­ 
derstood that the charges will be six 
In number and that a representative 
from Teller county will ask for the In­ 
vestigation. 
The coming week will ¡?ee a larger 
number of bills repf’rted out from the 
committees and both houses are pre­ 
paring to work full time in order to 
sort out the good from the bad and 
give the people of the state the legis­ 
lation most needed.

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GOOD PROGRESS MADE 
BY GENERAL A-SSEMBLY. 
Special tb the Gazette. 
Den.ver. Feb. 8.—The fourth week of 
legislation by the Fourteenth general 
assembly closed last night, and the be­ 
ginning of the fifth finds both houses 
doing hard, earnest work. During the 
week just closed, the senate passed the 
8-hour law, and the 60 per cent wage 
exemption act, and a number of other 
measures of more or less importance. 
The house passed the Sanford medi­ 
cal bill, and so far as the intent of the 
measure is concerned, killed the 60 per 
cent wage exemption bill. This measure 
was prepared by the business men of 
the state, and they claim has for its 
purpose the compelling of dead beats 
to pay their honest debts. It exempts 
60 per cent of a man’s wages from gar. 
nishment, 
execution or 
attachment. 
Under the present law, |60 is exempted 
and all persons not desirous of meet' 
ing financial obligations can see to it 
that their employers would never owe 
them that amount of wages. The busi­ 
ness men of the state have drawn the 
bill exenapting 60 per cent, thus leav­ 
ing them at liberty to attach the re­ 
maining 40 per cent. They had the 
measure introduced In both houses. The 
senate unanimously passed It as drawn, 
but when it came up for second read­ 
ing in the house, the latter part of the 
week, an amendment w'as placed to it 
which the introducer of the bill, Mr. 
Moler, and also the business men ciaim 
will kill the original intent of its draft 
ers. The amendment provides that a 
defendant cannot be arrested twice in 
one month by the same complainant. It 
is claimed that in nearly all the large 
businesses of the state, with the ex­ 
ception of the railroads, there is a 
weekly or bi-weekly, and in some cases 
dally, pay day. If the former, the mer­ 
chant could only have access to 40 per 
cent of one-fourth of the man’s wages, 
and if the man was paid bi-weekly, the 
mereliant could only have access to 40 
per cent 
of one-half of his ■«’ages, 
and if he was paid dally to 40 per cent 
of one-thirtieth of his wages, and the 
court costs woulà more than consume 
this amount, thus leaving the business 
man with no part of the indebtedness 
paid. 
• During today a number of the busi­ 
ness men of the state have been in com­ 
munication, either by wire or telephone 
with their respective representatives, 
and have been Insisting that the house 
reconsider its action, and pass the bill 
as it was originally drafted, and as it 
was adopted by the senate. Many of 
the members have signified their inteu' 
tlon to Representative Moler to favor 
recommitting it to the committee of the 
whole for correction. It was claimed by 
the framers of the amendment that the 
bill as originally drawn would work 
a hardship against the laboring men 
if the business men cared to enforce 
its provisions. This the business men 
claim is Incorrect. That It is only in­ 
tended for that class of persons who 
earn large salaries, contract debts and 
never pay them’and -who never have |60 
coming to tiiem> at any one time. 
C onsider^ e discussion was indulg­ 
ed ia ài*puiid'the hotel lobbies today 
over the Sanfoyfl iqe^lcal bill which 
pasped the houée op third reading yes­ 
terday.

dition. The new converter, which haS

molten metal was being carried around 
on a crane, when by sonic means it 
tipped over. The ladle wap about (liirty 
feet from the ground at the time and 
the metal poured down upon some of 
the meni and spla.»hed over others.

after

taken to the hospital; 1-:. Hartman and 
John Lepieh, also died of their injuries 
later, Virgil Trine, the assistant super­ 
intendent of the converter, is in a pre­ 
carious condition. He is a brother of 
Deputy County Treasurer Trine of this 
county, and also of Ralpl; Waldo Trine, 
a well known Bo.ston author. Superin­ 
tendent Thomas Crowe narrowly es­ 
caped instant death. He saw the ladle 
beginning to turn and threw himself 
upon his face on the ground.

“S ir:—T he undersigned, a citizen and 
elector of the state, respectfully repre­ 
sents th a t the Hon. W illiam P’. Seeds, 
one of the judges of the Fourth Judicial 
district of th is state, has been guilty of 
high crim es, m isdem eanors apd m al­ 
feasance in office, and has so acted in 
h is judicial capacity as to require the 
interposition of the constitutional pow­ 
ers of th e house of representatives. A 
verified p artial statem ent of these of­ 
fenses is hereto attached. 
“I therefore request th a t you lay 
th is com m unication before your hon­ 
orable body in order th a t an investiga­ 
tion m ay be had to determ ine w hether 
or not the constitutional pow ers of the 
house of représentatives ought to be 
exercised in regard to the Hon. W illiam 
P. Seeds. 
I. have th e honor to rem ain, 
“ Y our ob't servant. 
“John M. G lover.” 
A ccom panying the letter w as a list 
of 43 charges 
m ade 
against Judge 
Seeds, 
"rhe charges are w ith b u t few 
exceptions ra th e r general and are not 
specific. 
M any of them are based on 
rem arks w hich the judge is alleged-to 
have m ade w hile on the d istrict bench, 
and, w hen printed alone, w ould indi­ 
cate a false m otive, but the com m ittee 
on investigation, if one is appointed, 
will obtain all the evidence it can bear­ 
ing on th e proceedings which led up to

C harged w ith using $1,142.73 of pub­ 
lic m oney to elect him self judge. 
Conspiracy 
between

and 
Sheriff S tew art to perm it gam bling. 
R efusal to order gttmbUng parapher­ 
nalia destroyed. 
C riticised a policem an for testifying 
for a prisoner. 
Intim idating witnesses. 
D ism issed a ju ry for, not convicting 
a defendant. 
Placed bonds too high. 
Assumed jurisdiction in cases w here 
he had previously been an attorney. 
Conspired w ith the sheriff and dis­ 
trict attorney to send an innocent wom ­ 
an, .Mrs. .Vlary E. B arry, to peniten­ 
tiary. 
C onspired w ith w itnesses at different 
tim es to punish some and discharge 
others. 
The last paragraph in the charges 
reads as follow's: 
“A ssum ing the act which will be 
proven in the foregoing charges h av ­ 
ing been done ignorantly and w ithout 
corrupt intent, the said W illiam P. 
Seeds is not sufficiently learned in 
the law as required by the state of 
Colorado to be intrusted w ith a u th o r­ 
ity over the life, liberty and property 
of the people of the Fourth judicial 
district of the state of Colorado.” 
The letter was treated as a resolution 
and w ent over one day. 
There seem s 
to be considerable opposition to the 
charges in the house, and m any doubts 
are expressed as to w hether or not a 
com m ittee on investigation w ill be ap­ 
pointed. 
The affidavits sustaining the 
charges w'ere not presented. 
They w ill 
be turned over to the com m ittee on id- 
vestigation if such a com m ittee is ap­ 
pointed. Late this evening'ftepresenta- 
tive Dolph of El Faso and T eller re­ 
ceived the following telegram dated at

THE GUNNISON TUNNEL 
I 


T is announced that the first work of the United States government in con­ 
nection with tbo arid land irrigation in this state will be the contructlon 
of a tunnel through which the waters of the Gunnison river will be diverted 
to the Uncompaligi'o Valley. This valley is one of the richest in the state, and 
all of its available water is already utili^^ed upon the farms and the orchards. 
The soil and the climate arc suitable for the growing of fruit as well as of farm 
crops, and it is estimated that there are over 125.000 acres of land that can be 
brought under cultivation by means of the proposed tunnel, and that when so 
Improved, $50 per acre will bo a conservative estimate of its value. 
There is probably no better opportunity for government worli in the state, 
and the decision of the national authorities to lend their aid to the Gunnison 
tunnel should be received with favor everywhere' in Colorado. 
It is of the 
highest importance that the first works of this kind undertaken by the United 
States should be successful, for if they are. it will unquestionably result in 
more extensive undertakings along the same line. Nothing could be more detri­ 
mental to our interests than the failure of the preliminary experiments, either 
through Ihe lack of good judgment in selecting the locality, or In any complica­ 
tions that might be taken lo mean the aiversion of public funds lo individual 
and selfish bcuefits. it is for this reason, even more than for the direct benefit 
that will be derived from tho reclamation of this great body of land, that the 
indorsement of the Gunnison tunnel projPrt by the national government should 
be welcomed b\- the people of this state. 


THE FpNjMRl.GAS^DISCÔVÊRY. 


THE COMPROMISE STATEHOOD BILL 


F there is any issue of sectionalism in the bill for the admission of the south- 
I 
western territories as states, it has been forced into the discussion by the 
altitude of the senators who are conducting a factious opposition to the 
measure without regard to the facts or to the rights of the people concerned. 
Nothing proves this better than the proposed compromise to adm it New 
Mexico and Arizona as a single state. 
I-'or if the people in that region are 
incapable of self government, matters will certainly not be improved by ad­ 
m itting the two great territories as a single state. The character of the people, 
their intelligent'e. and their morality will not be any different in two states 


.HE DISCOVEilY of natural'gas, near Fountain is sur­ 
prising but not at all unexpected. For many years 
■ It has been known th a t the geological formation of 
tlie Fountain valley was a proper ¿ield for either gas or 
oil, and tho proof seemed conclusive that botli of these 
valuable natural products existed in paying quantities 
somewhere in this region. 


But a gas and oil Held is one thing, and profitable 
gas or oil wells are something quite different. 
It is only 
In exceptional cases that the conditions are right for the 
collection of gas and oil in sufficient quantities and under 
sufficient pressure to make a commercial well. 
And in 
many cases such a condition Is not evidenced by any sur­ 
face indications, so that the discovery can only come as 
the result of accidental drilling, as in the present case, 
or from “wildcatting”—-that is to say, from the sinking 
of prospect holes in suitable territory. 


The reports thus far seem to be very favora*ble to the 
new discovery, but it will take considerable lim e to de­ 
velop the real im portance of .it. 
A single 'well with a 
dim inishing pressure is no great find—we have already had 
such nearer this city. 
But if the pressure rem ains con­ 
stant, and especially if other wells prove the presence of 
a large reservoir of gas, the discovery is of immense im­ 
portance to Colorado Springs and to the entire Fountain 
valley. 


We will, therefore, hope, so }ong as hope is permissi­ 
ble, that the new discovery is perm anent and large, and 
that it will lead to vast additions to the industrial activi­ 
ties of this county. 
Colorado Springs certainly owes it 
to herself to see that the m atter is thoroughly investi­ 
gated. The proving of this well and of the district should 
be done by experts and should bo backed by sufficient 
capital to insure the m aking the most of what is a most 
promising discovery.

If, however, the real a.ninms of the opposition to territorial admission 
comes from tho.«c who are jealous of the growing power of the west and who 
do not want to see six new western senators, then there are evident good rea­ 
sons why New Mexico and Arizona should bo admitted, as a single state rather 
than as two states. 
In view of the situation i. is not at all surprising that the western senators 
should have as.sumed an attitude of opposition to the compromise measure, 
and it is to be hoped that they will succeed in preventing the passage of such 
an unwise act. 
If New .Mexico and Arizona aie entitled to statehood, and we believe they 
are. they are entitled to separate statehood, and for their own interests and 
those of the western section of the country, they can better afford to wait for 
a few years more, when their admission will certainly come, rather than to 
hasten the m atter at the present time and to give up their claims to what they 
are jtistly entitled. 


ENGLAND'S FOOD SUPPLY. 


■ ,T has long been realized that the policy th at made England a great manu­ 
facturing nation involved the practical destruction of her sufficient agri­ 
cultural resources, and made her dependent for food supply upon the 
maintenance bi her line of communications by sea, whether in peace or in war. 
It was the knqwiedge of this fact that has prompted the naval policy of Eng­ 
land, which is based upon a determination to keep her force at sea larger than 
that of any two possible rivals. 
So long as England had to contend against France and other smaller na­ 
tions, the task was comparatively an easy one. But since Germany, the United 
States and possibly some of the other powers have entered the list of first 
class nations at sea, England's naval policy has become difficult if not impos­ 
sible of execution. 
temporary advantage has beon gained by the alliance 
with Japan. But the mere fact that this alliance has been concluded is itself 
a confession of weakness such as would not have been tolerated a few years ago. 
It is, therefore, evident that the work of the new committee, headed by 
the Duke of Sutherland, Lord Strathcona, I^ord Charles Beresford and a num ­ 
ber of members of parliament, adm irals and other prominent men is not con­ 
sidering any new problem, and any report that it could make would hardly be 
a m atter of surprise to those who are already familiar with the general facts. 
It is, however, rather remarkable that this committee should so promptly 
and so frankly have acknowledged the weakness of England's position. 
For. 
although the committee has scarcely been in existence more than a week, it 
has already issued a statem ent in which the confession is made that in the 
event of Great Britain becoming involved in a European war, or one with the 
United States, England must be prepared to see bread at practically famine 
prices. 
The chief reasons are said to be, that tlhe greatest source of Great 
B ritain’s food supply is the United States, where the price of wheat can be 
raised artificially, and that the wheat trade on both sides of the A tlan tic 
would expect to make profits on a scale commensurate with the war risks. 
The statem ent is unquestionably true or it would not have been made, and 
it reveals a condition of affairs that has a bearing of immense importance on 
international relations. If the strongest naval nation in the world does not dare 
to go to war with a first-class power, on account of fear of starvation at home, 
it is not at all surprising that in tho Venezuelan and other complications the 
efforts of the peace makers should be successful. 
Incidentally the situation affords further illustration of the folly of Eng­ 
land’s free trade policy which has resulted in stim ulating the growth of that 
country to an artificial degree with the result of establishing a condition of 
affairs that cannot possibly be maintained and that is destructive of the real 
and perm anent well being of the English people. 


THE ASSEMBLY’S PROGRESS.

E lack of sensational features in the assembly record for the past week, 
and the striking contrast with the storm and stress period immediately 
preceding—a condition characteristic of former assemblies—may lead 
some people to the conclusion that the present legislature is doing very little 
work. 
This is not the case, for the present condition approaches closely to that 
which ought to characterize a well conducted and orderly assembly. Im portant 
measures are being considered In a decorous and dignified manner, in the com­ 
m ittees and in the two houses, and the It'glslative work is being pushed to a 
conclusion with due celerity. 
An old saying is, “Happy the nation with no history.” 
This might be 
amended to read, “Blessed is the legislature that requires no big display news­ 
paper headings.” 


The new m anagement of the Colorado Springs chamber of commerce is 
settling down to work in a very eificient and businesslilie way. 
Tlie secretary 
and the board of directors have most im portant plans for advancing the wel­ 
fare of the city, and interesting developments may be expected in the near 
future. In the meantime, all persons concerned in the progress and prosperity 
of this city should realize that the chamber Is helpless without that public 
support to which it is deservedly entitled. 


The further announcement that two Republican sena­ 
tors will be elected is a source of additional satisfaction, 
but it is a small m atter as compared with the final ac­ 
knowledgment of defeat by one of the most stubborn 
gangsters with whom American politics has ever been 
cursed. 


Since 1899 Delaware has been partially, and since 1901 
totally deprived of its representation in the United States 
•senate because this man Addicks has been trying to make 
the voters of that state the servants of his political am bi­ 
tion. Nominally the Republlcahs were in the m ajority in 
the state legislature, but Mr. Addicks and his friends 
took the position that the only Republican who could be 
elected to th at position was Addicks, and they have m ain­ 
tained that position for five consecutive years. 


And on the other hand, a part of the Republicans, some^ 
times a minority and sometimes a majority, have held 
consistently to the position that it 'was better for the 
party and for the state that a senator should not be elected 
from Delaware, or even that a Democratic senator should 
be elected, rather than th at Addicks should be sent to 
represent the state in the national senate. 


Addicks was the embodiment of the machine organiza^ 
tion and methods in politics. He based his claim to party 
preferment, not on his exceptional ability to serve the 
welfare of the people, but upon his exceptional ability to 
establish and to m aintain a political machine whose 
mainspring was the immense wealth of an ambitious man. 
The stories of open bribery and corruption and of all 
the usual direct and devious influences and methods of 
machine politics are too circum stantial and too general 
not to have some basis of truth. 


it is claimed by his enemies that Mr. Addicks deliber­ 
ately set to work to buy his w'ay into the United States 
senate and selected Delaware as the field for his opera­ 
tions as being a small state where he would not have to 
corrupt the consciences of more men than he could afford 
to pay for. 


It is conceded by his friends th at he was not averse 
to using his immense private fortune in the promotion oi 
his political ambition, and th at he had served no appren­ 
ticeship in the public service nor had he rendered any con­ 
spicuous public service th at would seem to qualify him 
for the honor he sought. 
Opinions on the Addicks case will differ throughoiit 
the country, as they have differed in Delaware. 
Machine methods and machine men are much the same 
in Colorado and other states as they are in Delaware, 
though it is seldom that there arises such a supreme test 
of the ability of the people to protect their interests 
against the Boss. 
There are doubtless a few well-meaning Republicans 
in Colorado, just as there have been a small num ber of 
honest Republicans In Delaware, who are ready to say 
that Mr. Addicks would have been better than no Repub­ 
lican senator at all. and that the moral standards of prac­ 
tical politics should not be made too high for ordinary 
use. 
But we feel certain th at the noble and true-hearted 
Republicans of Delaware who have fought the long five 
years' fight through to victory have no doubt and no com­ 
punctions as to the course they have pursued. 
The result has been worth all it has cost. 
The state of Delaware is honored by the course of the 
men who have stood steadfastly for what they believed 
to be right, v.'ho have nobly kept the pledges they have 
made to the people that trusted them, and who have inter­ 
posed themselves as an insurm ountable barrier to a policy 
of corruption and dishonor which would otherwise have 
tainted the whole course of public life in Delaware and 
would have overflowed into the United States senate at 
W ashington.

A 
n y o n e who attended the State Fair a t Pueblo last 
fall, who caw the magniflceiit exhibit of the agrl- 
ctiltural end other resources of the state there dis­ 
played, and who is fam iliar w#th the purposes and meth­ 
ods of the organization by which thè Fair is managed and 
su.stained, caoaot have failed to realize the value and 
importance of this annual exposition to all the people of 
the state. 
The value of slate fairs is well established in the older 
conmiuniiic.s. 
Siich displays and the attendance conse­ 
quent upon thoui have a most im portant educational In­ 
fluence upon a'l ccncemed either as visitors or as exhib­ 
itors. 
The farm life unfortunately is in too many places 
a narrow one. 
The small town or railway station at 
which products nre sold and supplies received too often 
forms the menial as well as the physical horizon of the 
lonely .‘«tock-grower or crop-raiser, and of his family. 
Everythlngs that tends to a larger outlook for the dweller 
in the country, and to give him an accurate knowledge 
of what is beln.i accomplished in other parts of the state 
under conditions sim ilar to his own is a very distinct ad­ 
vantage. and lannot fail to result in mental as well as 
In financial benefit. 
The State I’dii undoubtedly has a strong effect along 
these lines, and in our own case It has an especial Impor­ 
tance in exhibiting the resources and possibilities of vari­ 
ous sections of Ihe state to all w h care interested to know 
them. It ought lu be the case, and to a large extent it is 
the case, that o;;ce a year a visitor to some central point 
may have the opportunity to see with his own eyes what 
is being accomplished by the farmers, the fruit-growers and 
the stock-raisers of the state, and to get a better idea of 
the.se facts as they actually are, than could be gained 
even from the Lest descriptions and the most accurate 
illustrations. 
The managemi nt of the State Fair at Pueblo has been 
successful to a notable degree in securing the objects for 
which it was organized. 
The directors of the enterprise 
have shown untiring industry and unusual ability in se­ 
curing local support and in awakening an interest that 
has extended throughout the -state. 
The exhibition held 
there last fall truly deserved the name of "State F air,” 
for it was fairly representative of all sections and of 
nearly all industiies. 
It is reasonable, therefore, that at the present timé 
those interested in this enterprise should appeal to the 
ge.ieral assembly for some recognition of their efforts, 
and some asslstp-nce In the accomplishment of objccts that 
are of great benefit to the entire state. 
Two bills have 
been introduce ! ia the assembly by Senator Hume Lewis 
to secure a reasonable appropriation from the state and 
county funds for this purpose. 
Senate bill No. 288 is 
entitled “.\n act to encourage annual displays of live 
stock, and of u v products of agriculture and of horti­ 
culture and all other interests of the state at the State 
Fair at Pueblo, and to authorize the state board of agri­ 
culture and the state board of horticulture to offer pre­ 
miums in cash, and to provide for the paym ent of such 
premiums." 
It is provided that these premiums shall be 
not less In any one year than |2,000 for agricultural prod­ 
ucts and live itock, and ?1,750 for horticultural displays. 
These premiums me to be offered and awarded under rules 
and regi'ilations adopted by the state board of agriculture 
and the state boa:d of horticulture. 
Senate bill No. 289 is entitled “.4n act to encourage 
public exhibits of the interests of the several counties of 
the state of Colorado at the State Fair held in Pueblo, 
and at other f3'rs and expositions within the state, and 
to authorize the several boards of county commissioners 
in the state to offer and pay prizes and premiums for 
such exhibits, siju to make appropriations to defray the 
expense of the same." 
It will be noticed that this bill 
does not lim it these appropriations by the county com­ 
missioners to the State Fair at Pueblo, but authorizes 
them to approprio te money for such fairs as those held 
at Lamar, Montrose, Glen wood Springs, and other points 
Jthrough the state. A law of this kind is certainly advis­ 
able, and with competent and sensible county commission­ 
ers will be productive of much good. 
The people of the state and of the various counties 
can well afford to adopt a reasonably liberal policy in 
these m atters. 
Intelligent advertising is a' necessity of 
modern business in every line, and a very great deiil of 
good may be accomplished for the state by constantly 
impressing upon the minds of casual visitors and our 
friends in the east what great opportunities we have to 
offer in every department of Industrial, commercial and 
professional activity. 


THE VENEZUELAN VICTORY. 
I 


F A BLOODY war had been in progress for many 
years, if many great battles had been fought, if many 
thousands of men had been slain, if lands had been 
devastated, cities 
burned 
and 
money 
wasted by the 
millions, the announcement of some great battle in which 
decisive victory was gained and the restoration of peacc 
assured 
would be welcomed with almost world-wide 
acclaim, rejoicings would be held in the great cities and 
abundant measures of praise would be heaped upon the 
men responsible for the happy conclusion. 
And the Gazette sees no good reason why an even 
larger meed is not due to those who in the Venezuelan 
struggle have achieved all the results that might have been 
gained by a long and desperate war, without that w ar’s 
terrible cost. 
The decision to refer the entire m atter of the Vene­ 
zuelan claims, including the question of preferential pay­ 
ments, to the arbitration tribunal at The Hague Is certainly 
a great victory for American diplomacy, and the credit 
of it belongs in large measure to President Roosevelt, 
Secretary Hay and Minister Bowen, the last of whom has 
met an unexpected trial with a courage, an ability and a 
success that have reflected luster upon the name of Amer­ 
ican, wherever found. 
Credit belongs also to the British ambassadoi at W ash­ 
ington and to the newly arrived German ambassador, 
whose efforts 
have 
been 
constantly 
directed toward 
straightening out the dangerous tangle, and toward peace. 
And as a successful war w'ould undoubtedly have dis­ 
played anew the courage, the resourcefulness and the 
Intelligence of-the .A.merlcan people, so this bloodless vic­ 
tory has brought fresh proof of tho reasonableness and 
the conservatism of our nation. 
The outcome of the Venezuelan dispute is most im­ 
portant. 
It strengthens the Monroe doctrine. It adds immensely 
to the prestige of The Hague tribunal. It gives the United 
States a higher standing among the nations of the world. 
And It makes it very much less likely that at any future 
time the Unfted States will be called upon to defend In 
actual warfare its interests from the unwarrantable ag­ 
gression of one or more European powers.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY TREATY 


By Associated Press. 


'Washington, Feb. 11.—In an execu- 


tive session which lasted only an hour 
and a half today the senate, in addition 
to confirming- a large number of nomi- 
nations, ratified the Alaskan boundary 
treaty and came near taking similar ac- 
tion on the • commercial treaty with 
Greece, which was reported by Sena- 
tor Cullom today from the committee 
on foreign relations.

There was no delay in securing action

SATISFACTORY ANTI- 


TRUST LEGISLATION 


J3y Associated t^ss. 


Washington, 'Feb. 7.—It can be stated 


by authority rtiat, unless anti-trust leg- 
islation at least reasonably satisfactory 
to the administration is enacted at the 
present session of -congress, President 
Roosevelt on the fifth of March will 
call an extraordinary session of the 
Fifty-eighth congress. 
The president 


.•himself has told members of congress 


of his desires and of his determination 
in this regard. It is understood that the 
'announcement was direct and unquali- 
fied. 
- It is; further stated that the deter- 
mination of the president was reached 
-only after careful consideration of the 
"strenuous efforts that are being made 
to defeat any anti-trust legislation by 
congress. These efforts have covered 
a wide range. They were character- 
ised today by one prominent leader, to 
quote him directly, as "the most re- 
markable of which I ever had personal 
knowledge during my public life." 


These efforts culminated during the 
past 36 hours, it is now declared, In di- 
•rect appeals from the Standard Oil com- 
pany, through Its president, John D. 


•-J"Rockefeller, to members of the senate 
, Hot to'enact any anti-trust legislation 
at this time. 
No less, than six United States sena- 


i -tors have received telegrams signed 


"John p. Rockefeller." urging that no 
anti-trust legislation be enacted. It has 
liot' been possible to obtain a copy of

'are practically identical. Substantially 
they read as follows: 


'.'We are opposed to any anti-trust 
legislation. Our counsel. Mr. 
Will see you. It must be stopped."

HOUSE PASSED ANTI-TRUST 


BILL BY UNANIMOUS VOTE 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, Feb. ".—By a unanimous 


vote, 245 to nothing, the house todaj 
passed the anti-trust bill. The closing 
chapter was devoid of excitement. For 
three hours the Democrats offered a 
series of amendments designed to place 
"teeth" in the bill, but they were either 
ruled out of order or voted down by 
strict party vote. 
On only one vote 


were the political ranks broken. It was 
on an amendment offered by Mr. Thom- 
as (Rep., Iowa), to make the filing of 
returns Incumbent upon all corporations 
mandatory. On that amendment seven 
Republicans voted with the Democrats. 


The bill as passed requires corpora- 


tions "hereafter organised" to file re- 
turns covering their articles of incor- 
poration, financial composition, condi- 
tion, etc., with the interstate commerce 
commission, on penalty of being 
re- 


strained from engaging in interstate 
commerce; prescribes penalties for false 
returns, etc. 
The commission is given 


authority in its discretion to call for 
similar returns from existing corpora- 
tions doing an interstate business. The 
commission is given power to compel 
the answer to questions and a fine of 
not to exceed $5,000 is imposed for fail- 
ure to obey the commission in this re- 
spect. Rebates by carriers are made 
punishable with a fine of not less than 
$1,000, and corporationa violating the 
provisions of this section are forbid- 
den the use of the instrumentalities of 
Interstate commerce. Carriers are pro- 
hibited from knowingly transporting ar- 
ticles produced, manufactured or sold 
in violation. of the Sherman act: 
In 


cases of prosecutions no person is to be 
excused from testifying on the ground 
that such testimony would tend to In- 
criminate him, but for such testimony 
the witness is not to be prosecuted. 
The circuit courts are. given.jurisdic- 
tion in cases of violation and it is made 
the duty of the district attorneys to in- 
stitute proceedings to prevent viola- 
tions and individuals damaged by vio- 
lations are given authority to sue. 


A SHOOTING AFFRAY 


SOUTH OF TRINIDAD

beaten about the head. It Is thought 
that one and perhaps two will die. The 
details of the affair are hard to ob- 
tain. It is claimed that the three men 
started the fight, but it is not certainly 
known who did the shooting. 


TWO HORSE THIEVES WERE 


KILLED BY DEPUTIES

tle between United States deputy mar- 
shals and a band of horse thieves at 
Bluejacket, I. T., today, two of the 
band were instantly killed and another

homa, learned that the band was steal- 
Ing horses and mules in the Indian res- 
ervations and selling them in Oklahoma, 
and selling animals in the Indian Terri- 
tory which they had stolen in Okla- 
iioma. Rowland got a clew that a band 
made their headquarters at Bluejacket, 
and with a posse he reached a house 
occupied by the bandits at 
daylight.

GERMANY AND'ITALY 


IN SECRET ALLIANCE 
By Associated Press. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—Disclosure of a 


secret alliance constituted the most im- 
portant development in the Venezuelan 
situation tonight. This fact has been 
made known to the British ambassa- 
dor and it will put all of the negotia- 
tors more closely on their guard in the 
drafting of the protocols which they 
lope to submit to Minister Bowen dur- 
ng the next few days! 


The German-Italian alliance was old 


news to Mr. Bowen, the fact having 
eaked out in Caracas before he left 
;here. Generally speaking, the alliance 
s intended to secure to Italy the same 
;reatment in the allies' settlement with 
Venezuela as that received bV Germany 
and Great Britain. 
Mr. Bowen has 


made it plain both to the British am-. 
)assador and to the German minister, 
Baron Speck von Sternberg, that he 
:an not aflix his signature to any pro- 
ocols they may present to him which 
are not substantially of the same char- 
acter as that to be submitted by the 
tallan ambassador, Signer Mayer des 
?lanches. 


All three of the first set of protocols 


to be signed, which will contain the 
conditions precedent to the raising of 
,he blockade and the provisions for re- 
ferring the question of preferential 
-reatment to The Hague for decision, 
lave been received at the Italian, Brit- 
sb. and German embassies. The con- 
,ents are not known to Mr. Bowen nor 
lave the allies' representatives been 
acquainted as yet with the details of 
each other's convention.

He wishes that this court shall consist 
of three and preferably of five members. 


Several more or 
less sensational 


stories have been In circulation during 
the last few days which have caused 
much annoyance to the British ambas- 
sador and to the other*» negotiator 
regarding the note Mr. Bowen' ad 
dressed to the former on last Monday 
proposing that the question of prefer 
ential treatment go to The Hague 
That these reports may be corrected 
tho negotiators are desirous that th> 
facts be stated. On Tuesday, after th< 
sending of this note to tho British 
ambassador, the latter called on Mr 
Bowen and asked that he withdraw the 
entire note on the ground that It ivas 
not diplomatic In character. Mr. Bowen 
was compelled to refuse to grant his 
request. The ambassador then asked 
that the sentence beginning "continue 
on this side of the water, we want 
peace and not alliance" be withdrawn 
Again Mr. Bowen regretted that he 
could not grant the ambassador's re- 
quest. Finally the ambassador repre- 
sented that the latter part of the sen- 
tence regarding the continuance ot the 
alliance of Great Britain and Germany 
and Italy would cause him'embarrass- 
ment when submitted to the Italian 
ambassador and the German minister 
Mr. Bowen replied that he would be 
only too glad to do anything that wduld 
further tho negotiations, and at once 
struck out the objectionable clause 
which reads as follows: "And 'it will 
occasion great surprise and regret when 
it becomes known that Great Britain 
has even proposed continuing her pres- 
ent alliance with Germany and Italy 
one "moment longer than she must."

SUDDEN DEATH OF REAR 


ADMIRAL FRANK WILDES

naval academy September 21,' I860. He 


raduated May IS, 1863, and was ap- 


pointed ensign and served during the 
remainder of the war. He became a 
master in 1866, lieutenant in 1867, 
leutenant commander in 1868, com- 
mander in 1880, captain Jn 1894, and 
rear admiral in 1901. He had served 
at the navy yards in Boston, Ports- 
mouth, New York and San Franciaco, 
he torpedo station at Newport and 
was lighthouse inspector of the First 
district in 1889-1892. At the battle of 
Hanlla he commanded the cruiser Bos- 
ton and later he served at Ta-ku, China.

San Franclsio, Feb. S.—News of a 


fearful loss of life In a destructive 
storm that swept over the South Sea 
Islands last month, reached licre today 
on the steamer Mariposa, direct from 
Tahiti. The loss of life is estimated at 
1,000 souls. On January 13 a huge tidal 
wave accompanied by a terrific hurri- 
cane attacked the Society islands and 
the Tuamotu group with fearful force, 
causing death nnd devastation never 
before equaled in the ' land of dreaded 
storms, a verification of mini's Inabil- 
ity to contend with wind and sea. The 
storm lasted several days, reaching its 
maximum strength between January 14 
and January 16. Prom the meager ad 
vices received at Tahiti up to the time 
of the sailing of the Mariposa it is 
estimated, that at least 1,000 of the 
islands' Inhabitants lost'their lives. It 
la feared that later advices will add to 
the long list. 


The first news of the disaster ar- 


rived atrPapeete, Tahiti, January 26, 
on the .schooner Eimeo. The captain of 
the schooner placed the fatalities at 
500. The steamer Excelsior arrived at 
Papeete the following day with 400 
destitute survivors. The captain of the 
Excelsior estimated the total loss of 
life to be 800. These figures comprised 
only the deaths on the three islands of 
Hao, Hlkuera and Malcokau, whose or- 
dinary population is 1,800. On Hlku- 
era Island, where 1,000 Inhabitants 
were engaged in pearl diving nearly 
one-half were drowned. On an adjacent 
island 100 more were washed out to 
sea. Makokau and Hao are depopulated. 
Conservative estimates at Tahiti place 
the number of Islands visited by the 
:ldal wave and hurricane at 80. All of 
:hem are under the control of the 
French governor at Tahiti.

destitute of food, shelter and clothing,

She secured a 
evolver which she had purchased a 
ew days before and tried to frighten 
him. He attempted to take it from 
" ler and In the struggle It went off, the 
nillet striking him over the eye and 
tilling him instantly. She was so 
Tightened for fear of being arrested 
or murder that she decided to cut up 
he body and burn it. Her 14-year-old 
daughter witnessed the shooting and 
helped her cut up the body in small 
pieces with an axe and burn it in the 
•citchen stove together with the cloth- 
ng of the victim. The burned bones 
were ground fine and fed to the hens. 
Fhe blood spots were covered with 
paint. 


The Taylors lived on a farm a mile 


rom ^he main road-and the chances 
or discovery were few. Mrs. Taylor is 
about 40 years old. She says she con- 
essed because the crime haunted her. 
She was brought to the Monticello jail 
onight.

As the Islands were barely twenty 


feet above sea level and not surrounded 
by coral reefs it was necessary fbr all 
the inhabitants to take to the cocoamit 
trees, when the tidal waves began to 
cover the land.'Theso trees grow to an 
immense height, many reaching an al- 
titude of 100 feet. All of 
the lower 


trees were covered by the raging seas 
which swept with pitiless force about 
and over them,, The natives in the tall- 
er trees were safe until the cocoanut 
roots gave way and then they too wero 
swept onward, far out into the sea. The 
400 survivors brought by the Excelsior 
to Papeete gained the ship's side by 
swimming three or four miles, from the 
tops of the cocoanut trees. The Elmeo, 
though badly disabled by the storm 
also brought off as many persons as 
could swim to her sides, she, like the 
Excelsior being unable to run close to 
the shores, because of the fearful vio- 
lence of the ocean swells, which con- 
tinued to run abnormally high for a 
week after the tidal disturbances. An-

"I am Informed-by today's cablegram 
from the Brazilian minister of foreign 
affairs that in answer, to this .ultimatum 
Bolivia fta^ agreed to;.the Brazilian mili- 
tary occupation and administration of 
the contested territory of Acre.,' to the 
west of thje Yaco river. The Bolivian 
government advises us that ; they are 
sending to Rio Janeiro a minister with 
a special mission to reach a satisfac- 
tory solution by means of an agree- 
ment or by submitting, the dispute to 
arbitration as Brazil herself had pro- 
posed some days before. 


"Porte Acre, the last point In the 
Acre territory which was hqld by the 
Bolivian troops against the revolution- 
ary forces, was captured by the revolu- 
tionists under Placldo Castro on Jan- 
uary 24, says, the cablegram to'.me. 
Castro has been proclaimed, governor 
by the victorious revolutionists and Is 
ready to acknowledge Brazilian authori- 
ty. I am advised. 


"With the fall of forte Acre there 
are no Bolivians left In the whole terri- 
tory and the 300. Bolivian prisoners, 
including Governor Romero and Colo- 
nels Conzo and Ibanez, the latter two 
wounded, "have been sent to the Bra- 
zilian city of Manays, capital, pf the 
state of Amazonas. They have reached 
there all right and are unanimous in 
acknowledging that they have been 
treated with much consideration and 
humanity.

"I will say there is! every likelihood

This measure 
was prepared by the business men of 
the state, and they claim has for .its 
purpose the compelling of-dead beats 
to. pay 'their; honest debts; It exempts 
60 pec- cent of a man's wages from gar. 
nishment, 
^ execution or Attachment. 


Under the present law, |60 is exempted 
and' all • pertions not desirous of meett 
log financial .obligations can see to it 
that their employers would never .owe 
theni that amount' of wages. The busi- 
ness men of the state have'drawn the 


11 exempting .60 per cent, thus.leav- 


ing them at liberty to attach.the re- 
maining 40 per cent. They had the 
measure introduced in both houses. The 
senate unanimously passed it as drawn, 
but when it-came up for second read- 
ing In the house, the latter part of the 
week, ah amendment'was placed to it 
which the introducer of1 the bill, Mr. 
Moler, and also .the business men ciaim 
will-kill the original Intent of its draft- 
ers. The amendment provides that a 
defendant cannot be arrested twice in 
one month by the same complainant.

and/several others in a precarious con- 
dition. The new converter, which has 
just been started, was making a test of 
the mixing process of pig Iron and 
steel, and, a heavy ladle filled with the 
moltenr;metal was,being carried around 
on a crane, when by some means it 
tipped over. The ladle was about thirty 
feet from the ground at the time and 
the ,nietal poUred down upon some o£ 
the men; and splashed over others. John 
i-Cupllck died , shortly 
after 
being 
taken to the hospital;,E. Hartman and 
Johfi Lepjch, 'also died, of their injuries 
later. Virgil Trine, the assistant super- 
intendent,of the converter, Is in a pre- 
carious: condition. He Is a brother of 
Peputy County .Treasurer Trine of this 
county^and also of Ralph Waldo Trine, 
a well known Boston author. Superin- 
tendent, Thomas Crowe narrowly es- 
caped instant death. He saw'the ladle 
beginning to turn and threw himself 
upon his face on the ground. He was, 
however, seriously burned about the 
hands and ears. General Manager J. B. 
McKennan and Head Auditor Fred Ear. 
roch as well as chief time-keeper, Har- 
ry Raven, 'escaped the terrible down- 
pour of hot metalonly by a second of 
time. A machinist, who had been work- 
Ing under the ladle, started to walk 
away from his work and stubbing his 
toe, tripped and fell. If he had not 
•fallen the full force of the metal would 
have struck him. His escape was mirac- 
ulous.

act in relation to the impeachment pro- 
ceedings against Judge Seeds of Cripple 
Creek was made today. 
By request, 


Representative ftenzie of-.El-Paso and 
Toller presented a letter to the house 
of representatives, signed by John M. 
Glover. The letter was introduced as 
a resolution and is as follows:

C. c. Chapin Discuaed Plans of the 


Cripple Creek & Pueblo Railroad. 


C. C. Chapin of Boston, who repre- 
sents the officers-"of the new cripple 
Creek and Pueblo railroad, spent Suh-^ 
day In Denver on hfs way from Cripple 
Creek to Boston. While In the capital 
city he gave out an interview concern- 
ing the plans of his company, which 
contains the most detailed information 
concerning the new company yet pub- 
lished. In this Intei-vlew Mr. Chapin 
said: 


"All people do not understand Just 


what our-company is doing. The under- 
ground system is essentially the import- 
ant one. When we were served with an 
injunction about a year ago by the Doc- 
tor-Jack Pot people Hvortk was suspend- 
ed for a while.

Before one of the women's clubs In 


Boston, 
recently, Senorita 
Carolina- 
Huidobro, in her talk on "Fads arid 
Fashions," referred to 
the 
suffrage 


question, and said that the one great 
reason why all women were not ardent 
pleaders for equal rights was because 
as yet-to be a suffragist was not fash- 
ionable. "But let it once become the 
fashion," continued the senorita, "there 
will not be halls large enough'to hold 
all the'women who wish to attend-the 
meetings. Some one has said, a man, 
I fancy, that 'women have spent much 
time and thought over what is ephem- 
eral,' and he cites as an illustration the 
matter of equal suffrage. 
'Her great 
political zeal,' he says; 'Is now rising, 
only to descend later, never to rise 
again.' To that person I would an- 
swer, woman is a great question, per- 
haps one of the greatest. Woman not 
only moulds opinions, she moulds in- 
spiration, and that is. a high form of 
genius. Eveh her headlong instincts 
(call them fads if you choose) will not 
disturb the truest of those who be- 
lieve in her; and, as a writer has said, 
There must always be pioneers and 
time attends to the perspective.' 
"I have no fear that woman will be- 


come unwomanly and lose sight of her 
natural traditions. It has been my privi- 
lege within the past year to meet hosts 
of women above the average man in 
intellect and executive ability, as pub- 
lic workers, orators and writers,'and It 
has also been my privilege to see these 
very women who stand so high In pub- 
lic life, in the private life of their own 
home, and they are just as feminine as 
if they never met a man In business 
ascended a platform, or put 'thoughts on 
paper for publication.

THE GUNNISON TUNNEL 


I 


T is announced that the first work of the United States government in con- 


nection with the arid land irrigation in this state will be the contructlon 
of a tunnel through which the waters of the Gunnlson river will be diverted 


to the Uncompahgre Valley. This valley is one of the richest in the state, and 
all of Its available water is already utilized upon the farms and the orchards. 
The soil and the climate are suitable for the growing of fruit as well as ot farm 
crops, and It is estimated that there are over 125,000 acres of land that can be 
brought under cultivation by means of the proposed tunnel, and that when so 
improved, $50 per acre will be a conservative estimate of its value. 


There Is probably no better opportunity for government work In the state, 


and the decision of the national authorities to lend their aid to the Qunnlson 
tunnel should be received with favor everywhere' In Colorado. It Is of the 
highest importance that the first works of this kind undertaken by the United 
States should bo successful, for if they are, It will unquestionably result In 
more extensive undertakings along the same line. Nothing could be more detri- 
mental to our Interests than the failure of the preliminary experiments, either 
through the lack of good judgment in selecting the locality, or In any complica- 
tions that might be taken to mean the diversion of public funds to Individual 
and selfish benefits. It is for this reason, even more than for the direct benefit 
that will be derived from the reclamation of this great body of land, that the 
indorsement of the Gunnison tunnel project by the national government should 
be welcomed by the people of this state.

And In 
many cases such a condition is not evidenced by any sur- 
face indications,'so that the discovery can only come as 
the result of accidental drilling, as In the present case, 
or from "wlldoatting"—that is to say, from tne sinking 
of prospect holes In suitable territory. 


The reports thus far seem to be very favorable to the 


new discovery, but It will take iionslderable time to de- 
velop the real Importance of.it. A single well with a 
diminishing pressure is no great find—we have already had 
such nearer this city. But If the pressure remains con- 
stant, and especially if other wells prove the presence of f 
a large reservoir, of gas, the discovery Is of Immense 1m-' 
portance to Colorado Springs and to the entire Fountain 
valley.

. We will, therefore, hope, so Jong as hope is permissi- 
ble, that the new discovery is permanent and large, and 
that it will lead to vast additions to the industrial activi- 
ties of this county. Colorado Springs certainly owes It 
to herself to see that the matter is thoroughly Investi- 
gated.

Nothing proves this better than the proposed compromise to admit New 


Mexico and Arizona as a single state. For if the people In that region are 
incapable of self government, matters will certainly not be Improved by ad- 
mitting the two great territories as a single state. The character of the people, 
their Intelligence, and their morality will not be any different In two states 
than they would be in one, while on the other hand, the difficulties of admin- 
istration will bo considerably increased by the creation of a commonwealth 
distributed over such a large area. And if one of the territories is fit for ad- 
mission while the other one is not, then certainly an Injustice is threatened to 
the people of that territory which is the better fitted for statehood. 


If, however, the real a,nlmus of the opposition to territorial admission 


comes from those who are jealous of the growing power of the west and who 
do not want to see six new western senators, then there are evident good rea- 
sons why New Mexico and Arizona should be admitted, as a single state rather 
than as two states. 


In view of the situation u Is not at all surprising that the western senators 


should have assumed an attitude of opposition to the compromise measure, 
and it is to be hoped that they will succeed in preventing the passage of such 
an unwise act. 
. 


If New Mexico and Arizona are entitled to statehood, and we believe they 


are, they are entitled to separate statehood, and for their own interests and 
those of .the western section of the country, they can better afford to wait for 
a few years more, when their admission will certainly come, rather than to 
hasten the matter at the present time and to give up their claims to what they 
are justly entitled.

ENGLAND'S FOOD SUPPLY. 


F 


T has Ipng he>n realized that the policy that made England a great manu- 


facturing nation involved the practical destruction of her sufficient agri- 
cultural resources, and made her dependent for food supply upon the 


maintenance oTn¥r line of communications by sea, whether in peace or In war. 
It was the vknc^Wfe'dge of this fact that has prompted the naval policy of Eng- 
land, which Is based upon a determination to keep her force at sea larger than 


f that of any two possible rivals. 


So long as England had to contend against France and other smaller na- 


tions, the task was comparatively an easy one. But since Germany, the United 
States and possibly some of the other powers have entered the list of first 
class nations at sea, England's naval policy has become difficult if not impos- 
sible of execution. A temporary advantage has been gained by the alliance 
with Japan. But the mere fact that this alliance has been concluded is itself 
a confession of weakness such as would not have been tolerated a few years ago. 


It is, therefore, evident that the work of the new committee, headed by 


the Duke of Sutherland, Lord Strathcona, Lord Charles Beresford and a num- 
ber of members of parliament, admirals and other prominent men is not con- 
sidering any new problem, and any report that It could make would hardly be 
a matter of surprise to those who are already familiar with the general facts. 


It is, however, rather remarkable that this committee should so promptly 


and so frankly have acknowledged the weakness'of England's position. For, 
although the committee has scarcely been in existence more than a week, it 
has already issued a statement in which tho confession is made that In the 
event of Great Britain becoming involved in a European war, or one with the 
United States, England must be prepared to'see bread at practically famine 
prices. The chief reasons are said to be, that the greatest source of Great 
Britain's food supply is the United States, where the price of wheat can be 
raised artificially, and that the wheat trade on both sides of the Atlantic 
would expect to make profits on a scale commensurate with the war risks. 


The statement is unquestionably true or it would not have been made, and 


it reveals a condition of affairs that has a bearing of Immense Importance on 
International relations. If the strongest naval nation In the world does not dare 
to go to war with a first-class 'power, on account of fear of starvation at home, 
'•it is not at all surprising that in the Venezuelan and other complications the 


efforts of the peace makers should be successful. 


Incidentally the situation affords further illustration of the folly of Eng- 


land's free trade.policy which has resulted in stimulating the growth of that 
country to an artificial degree with the result of establishing a condition of 
affairs that cannot possibly be maintained and that is destructive of the real 
and permanent well being of the English people.

THE DOWNFALL OF ADDICKS. 


F 


RIENDS of good government and lovers of clean poli- 


tics all over the United States have good reason to 
rejoice over the item contained in this morning's 


press dispatches to the effect that Edward Addlcks has 
withdrawn from the senatorial race in Delaware. 


The further announcement that two Republican sena- 


tors will be elected is a source of additional satisfaction, 
but it is a small matter as compared with the final ac- 
knowledgment of defeat by one- of the most stubborn 
gangsters with whom American politics has ever been 
cursed. 


Since 1899 Delaware has been 'partially, and since 1901 


totally deprived of Its representation in the United States 
senate because this man Addicks has been trying to make 
the voters of that state the servants of his political ambi- 
tion. Nominally the Republicans were in the majority In 
the state legislature, but Mr. Addlcks and his friends 
took the position that the only.Republican who could be 
elected to that position was Addicks, and they have main- 
tained that position for five consecutive years. 


And on the other hand, a part of the Republicans, .some, 


times a minority and sometimes a majority, have held 
consistently to the position that It was better for the 
party and for the state that a senator should not be elected 
from Delaware, or even that a Democratic senator shbuld 
Tie elected, rather than that Addlcks should be sent to 
represent the state in the national senate.. 


Addlcks was the embodiment of the machine organiza^ 


tion and methods In politics. He based his claim to party 
preferment, not on his exceptional ability to serve the 
welfare of the people, but upon his exceptional ability to 
establish and to maintain a political machine whose 
mainspring was the immense wealth of an ambitious.man. 


The stories of open bribery and corruption and of'all 


the usual direct and devious influences and methods of 
machine politics are too circumstantial and too general 
not to have some basis of truth. 


It is claimed by his enemies that Mr. Addicks deliber- 


ately set to work to buy his. way into the United States 
senate and selected Delaware as the field for his opera^ 
tlons as being a small.state where he would not have to 
corrupt the consciences Of more men than he could afford 
to pay for. 


It Is conceded by his-friends that he was not averse 


to using his immense private fortune in the promotion ol 
his political ambition, and that he had served no appren- 
ticeship in the public service nor had he rendered any con- 
spicuous public service that would seem to qualify him 
for the honor he sought 


Opinions on the Addlcks case will differ" throughout 


the country, as they have differed in Delaware. 


Machine methods and machine men are much the same 


in Colorado and other states as they are in Delaware, 
though it is seldom that there arises such a supreme test 
of the ability of the people to protect their interests 
against the Boss. 


There are doubtless a few well-meaning Republicans 


in Colorado, just as there have been a small number of 
honest Republicans in Delaware, who are ready to say 
that Mr. Addicks would-have been better than no Repub- 
lican senator at all, and that the moral standards of prac- 
tical politics should not be made too high for ordinary 
use. 


But we feel certain- that the noble and true-hearted 


Republicans of Delaware who have fought the long five 
years' fight through to victory have no doubt and no com- 
punctions as to the course they have pursued. 


The result has been worth air It has cost. 
The-state o£ Delaware is honored-by the course of tho 


men who have stood steadfastly for what they believed 
to be right, who have nobly kept the pledges they have 
made to the people that trusted them, and who have Inter- 
posed themselves as an insurmountable barrier to a policy 
of corruption and dishonor which would otherwise have 
tainted the whole course of public life in Delaware and 
would have overflowed into the United States senate at 
Washington, 
.

And the cause of good government throughout the 


union has been strengthened by this final defeat of Addlcks 
in Delaware. 
. 


For in every state there are Addlckses of greater or" 


less degree who have no regard for public honor or the 
will of the people; men whose purpose In public life is to 
establish political machines through which their own 
selfish ambitions may be advanced or the interests pro- 
moted or detended of those by whom they are employed. 


With a, subservient people _and with public officials and 


legislators who can be whipped Into line by an arrogant 
Boss and by « truculent machine, the framework of our 
free government would become quickly nothing more than 
a mere pretense and a sham through which the people 
would be ever betrayed and deceived to their own hurt. 


But wherever intelligent citizens are ready to insist 


that their wiahes shall be observed, and wherever honest 
officials stand to the'utmost extreme, for what they believe 
to be right and their duty, free government is glorified and 
public hOnor and popular rights are maintained. 


In five years of struggle Addlcks became a national 


figure.. The Issue involved was a national o«e.< The news 
of his downhill is a warning to bosses, an Impediment to" 
qorrunt pplltloal machines, and an encouragement to good. ,, 
government and honest politics in every American state.1 4 
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The management of the State Fair at Pueblo has bee

Two bills havi 
been Introduced iu the assembly by Senator Hume Lewli 
to secure a reasonable appropriation from the state am 
county funds for this purpose. 
Senate bill No. 288 i 


entitled "An act to encourage annual displays of live 
stock, and of ih'j 'products of agriculture and of hortl 
culture and all other, interests of the state at the Stati 
Fair at Pueblo, and to authorize the state board of agri 
culture and the state board of-horticulture to offer pre 
mlums in cash, and to provide for the payment of such 
premiums." It Is provided that these premiums shall be 
not less in any one year than $2,000 for agricultural prod 
ucts and live stock, and jl.760 for horticultural displays 
These premiums nio to be'offered and awarded under rules 
and regulations adopted by the state board of agriculture 
and the state board of horticulture. 


Senate bill No. 289 Is entitled "An act to encourage 


public exhibits of the Interests of the several counties of 
the state of Colorado at the State Fair held in Pueblo 
and at other fa.'.rs and expositions within the state, ant 
to authorize ..^ho,. several boards of county commissioners 
In the state .to (jffer and pay prizes and' premiums for 
such exhlblts/jEffa;! to make appropriations to defray the 
expense of the..sime." It will be noticed that this bil 
does not limit these appropriations by the county com- 
missioners to the State Fair at Pueblo, but authorizes 
them to appropriate money for such fairs as Ihose held 
at Lamar, Montrose, Glenwood Springs, and'other points 
^through the state: A law of this kind is certainly advis^ 
able, and with competent and sensible county commission- 
ers will be productive of much .good.

THE VENEZUELAN VICTORY. 


P A BLOODY war had been in progress for .rr.any 


years, if many great battles had been fought, »f many 
thousands of men had been slain, if lands; had been 


devastated, cities burned and money wasted by the 
millions,-the announcement of some great battle'in which 
decisive victory was gained and the restoration of peace 
assured would be welcomed with almost world-wide 
acclaim, rejoicings would be held in the great cities and 
abundant measures of praise would be heaped upon the 
men responsible for the happy conclusion.

have been constantly directed toward 


straightening out the dangerous tangle, and toward peace. 
And.as a successful war would undoubtedly have dis- 
played anew the courage, the resourcefulness and the 
intelligence of-the American'people, so this bloodless vic- 
tory has brought fresh proof of tho reasonableness and 
the conservatism of our nation.

Secretary TVynahani d-clde8 thdt the 
greatest work to be done for the Unifi- 
cation and Ktr«ngthen1ng of the* empire 
was to make Ireland loy»l, that Ireland 
could not be made Io>-al without content- 
ment, that contentment could not be, had 
without prosperity,, and that prosperity 
could not bo secured without the aboli- 
tion of landlordism and the Introduction 
of the sound principle ot Individual own- 
ership, they cast about for men ana means 
with which to carry out the new policy.

He has been there 
only two months; but In this short time 
he has thrown old traditions and preju- 
dices to the winds; he has consulted not 
only the landlords, but the true repre- 
sentatives of the, Irish people,—the Nation- 
ailst members of parliament and T. W. 
Russell, the Scotch Presbyterian, who 
has brought Ulster In line for land re-' 
form and for the first time enabled the 
Irish people to present a united front, 
Catholic and Protestant, Nationalist and 
Unionist, Lelnster, Mimstcr, and Con- 
nau'ght along with Ulster,—for settlement 
of tho land problem upon the sound prin- 
ciple of Individual ownership In place of 
dual ownership and landlordism. As a 
practical administrator, dealing 
frankly 


with the landlords on one side and the 
Nationalists on the other, he had, up to 
the time I left Ireland, In December, se- 
cured a general agreement upon the de- 
tails of. the project which the govern- 
ment will present to parliament in a few 
weeks. More than 80 per cent of the land- 
owners whose rentals exceed flv.e hundred 
pounds a year had given their consent, 
and most of the remainder were expect- 
ed to join. If a remnant stand out, the 
project will go ahead just the same, and 
something akin to compulsion or the law 
bf eminent domain will toe applied to them, 
for the government Is determined this time 
to. make a complete and final job of It, 
arid to leave ho-sore 'spots or centers of 
discontent. , The Nationalist leaders—Will- 
lam O'Brien, John Redmond, T. P. O'Con- 
nor, John Dillort, Michael Davltt, and oth- 
ers— will- support,the government measure 
In parliament. Mr. Brlce and other lead- 
ers of the .Liberal party tell me that if 
the !blll Is a good one,^-and, of course, 
English political and journalistic method?

Interest Occasioned by Dis- 
covery of Gas at Pountain. 


The flow of gas in the well opened at 


Fountain -was found to have abated 
considerably when those interested vis- 
ited it yesterday morning.

The 
men have succeeded in capping the 
well, and it is understood that Major 
Wright is planning to sink the well 
deeper. 'When the men first reached 
the well the gas was escaping slowly 
and with a' bubbling noise.

While 
this work was in progress the gas 
became ignited and flamed up to a good 
height.

The latter^well 
might be producing today if proper 
precautions had been taken with it at 
the start.
